Researchers request 'open college ' for adults 


SACRAMENTO (AF) — California's much-maligned 
adult education system should be expanded into an am­ 
bitious “open college" with a healthy dose of state 
money, says a report to the legislature. 
The study by a nine-member research team clashes 
sharply with the views of Gov. Edmund Brown Jr.. who 
has called for curbs on state support of adult education 
and questioned its value. 
The report did not mention Brown by name but took is­ 
sue with his contention that educational needs of the 
young far outweigh those of adults in the competition for 
state dollars. 
“Currently California provides for the 17-year-old to the 
neglect of the 45-year-old," the report said. 
“Having met the needs of young people, it can once 
again assume leadership in lifelong learning opportunities 
for adults as well." 


A major barrier to that goal, the report said, has been 
“fairly long-standing opposition in key state agencies 
such as the state Department of Finance and the office of 
the Legislative Analyst to state-supported learning 
programs for adults. 
The year-long study, by a team led by Dr. Richard 
Peterson of the Educational Testing Service in Berkeley, 
was commissioned by the Joint Legislative Committee on 
Postsecondarv Education. 
It called for creation of a “California Open College 
with $36 million from the state and $10 million from stu­ 
dents. Such colleges are operating successfully in Min­ 
nesota and New York, it said. 
The college's tasks would include: 
—Offering course credit, degrees and occupational 
licensing credit for non-classroom work, such as military 
training, job experience and volunteer work. 


-Helping students set up their own degree programs, 
possibly combining conventional college work, special in­ 
struction at the new college, independent study and field 
work. 
—Overseeing an extensive network of information and 
counseling centers on higher education opportunities for 
adults. 
—Trying to extend higher education to millions of 
adults now facing financial, geographical and other 
barriers, ranging from minorities to high school dropouts 
to prison inmates. 
The report said a survey showed half of California's 14.7 
million adults want some kind of education beyond high 
school, but only a fourth are now enrolled. 
It also cited state forecasts that California's population 
would age markedly by the year 2000. with the median age 
increasing from 27 to 35. 


Brown has repeatedly attacked what he calls frill 
courses, like macrame and astrology, and has said the 
state should make students pay for many now-subsidized 
adult courses. 
The report criticized two Brown administration deci­ 
sions — a 5 per cent growth limit on spending for adult 
education, and ending of state support for off-campus 
degree programs at the University of California and state 
colleges. 
It said part-time adult students pay higher per-unit fees 
than full-time students, often can't get the classes they 
want, and are denied access to state scholarships. 


The report said adult education also suffers from a lack 
of child care and transportation and from an attitude of 
professors at four-year schools that

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Arms escalation 
hazardous 
Sadat 


CAIRO (AP) — President Anwar 
Sadat said Saturday that escalated 
U.S. arms supplies to Israel would be 
met with a similar buildup of Egyp­ 
tian guns and that this could produce 
“very serious" consequences in the 
Middle East. 
“ I register my anxiety and objec­ 
tion on any American escalation of 
arms supplies to Israel which does 
not fit with its role as peace 
mediator in the Mideast," Sadat told 
the People's Assembly, or parlia­ 


ment, at the opening of its new ses­ 
sion. 
Sadat’s warning came one week 
before his scheduled visit to the 
United States for talks with Presi­ 
dent Ford. 
“Any escalation would be met with 
a similar escalation from our side 
and the consequences will be very 
serious," Sadat said in a nationwide 
speech broadcast live on Cairo radio 
and television. 
He said Egypt did not lay down its 


arms and did not sign any final docu­ 
ment for peace with Israel as some 
Arabs claim. 
“We cannot reach a final just 
peace without our continuous 
military preparedness.” Sadat said. 
In an obvious reference to Syria, 
S adat called for “ hands off 
Lebanon," saying the fighting there 
can have adverse effects on all Arab 
countries. 
He said the roots of the trouble in 
Lebanon are not religious because

WASHINGTON (AP) - New York 
Mayor Abraham D Beame and a 
panel of bankers told Congress on 
Saturday that New York City will 
default by the end of the year if it 
doesn t get massive federal as­ 
sistance. 


And a spokesman for all U.S. 
municipalities said that if New York 
goes under, every city in the nation 
will find it difficult, if not impossi­ 
ble. to borrow money 
Chairman William Proxmire, D- 


Wis., who presided over the Senate 
Banking Committee hearing, said 
the committee would start work 
Tuesday on a bill to aid the city and 
predicted it might be sent to the full 
Senate by Wednesday. 


But Sen. Edward Brooke, K-Mass , 
said he felt Congress was being 
stampeded into passing an aid bill. 
New York barely avoided default 
Ffiday when the city's teachers un­ 
ion did an aboutface and agreed to 
use its pension fund to help refinance 


$453 million in debt obligations that 
had come due. 
Beame said after that narrow es 
cape that “no additional proof should 
be needed that the state, the city and 
our financial institutions have 
reached the limit of their credit 
resources." 


The president of the nation s 
largest bank, the San Francisco- 
based Bank of America, said a new 
federal agency should be created as 
a lender of last resort. 


This, said A.W Clausen, would 
help not only New York “but would 
also alleviate part of the specter that 
now hangs over the nation s 
municipal bond market 


“The necessity of federal support 
for New York City is neither optional 
or debatable Default certainly must 
be averted in the national interest, 
Clausen testified 
In large cities across the nation, he 
said, “ the fiscal explosive is 
remarkably like that of New York

Sadat urged the Palestinians to ex­ 
ercise independence and to “avoid 
missing opportunities" for partial 
gains from Israel. 
“The Palestinian case has been 
dubbed the case of forfeited oppor­ 
tunities." Sadat said 


He assailed the Syrian regime, 
without naming it, and accused it of 
fo m en tin g a “ m isc h ie v e o u s 
propaganda and harboring ulterior 
motives." 
Sadat reiterated that he had ob­ 
tained a firm commitment from 
President Ford to work for an 
lsraeli-Syrian military disengage­ 
ment agreem ent in the Golan 
Heights, patterned after the Sinai ac­ 
cord. and to take a step toward 
recognizing “Palestinian rights." 


He asserted the Sinai accord with 
Israel included no secret clauses and 
challenged Syria to (wove otherwise 
He declared that Egypt was still 
committed to the ultimate target of 
total liberation of Israeli-occupied 
Arab lands 


Humphrey begins to settle campaign debts

The move appears to be quite 
legal TV Federal Election Commis­ 
sion has ruled that this year's new 
ceilings on campaign giving won t 
apply until 1978 for donations to pay 
off old debts. 
However, official reports ot the 
Humphrey campaign debts omit cer­ 
tain required information, and they 
co n flict w ith sta te m e n ts by 
Humphrey’s spokesman and by the 
estate of a deceased creditor 


Quarterly reports to tV Election 
Commission show Humphrey has 
begun raising money on two fronts 
The “Committee for the Re-election 
of Sen HuVrt H Humphrey" took in 
$79.000 in the three months ending 
Sept 30 for next year's Senate race. 
The unit had $53,000 left after ex­ 
penses 


Meanwhile, the long-dormant 
"Triple H Committee“ raised $40,000 


in tV same period to pay off some 
$925 000 in debts dating back to 
Humphrey s aborted attempt to win 
the 1972 presidential nomination. 


Humphrey aide David Gartner 
said that money would be applied to 
settle a few small debts for about 50 
cents to 75 cents on the dollar But V 
said tV major creditors would V 
asked to swallow nearly all their 
loans by settling for a few cents on 


tV dollar. 
“ I don t see how in God s green 
earth we can raise tV money to do 
any more than that," Gartner said

Testing of nuclear bombs deadly 
Kissinger holds 
briefing in Tokyo 


SAN LUIS OBISPO ( A P ) - A 
professor of medical physics con­ 
tended Saturday at a conference on 
nuclear reactors that “ nuclear 
energy is unacceptable and incom­ 
patible with human life on earth. 
Dr. John Gofman, of the Lawrence 
Radiation Laboratory in Livermore, 
said five tons of plutonium fallout 
from testing of nuclear bombs in the 
atmosphere has caused between 116.- 
000 and half a million people to die of 
lung cancer since 1954. 
But Dr Cyril Comar. director of 
environmental assessment for the 
Electrical Power Research In­ 
stitute, countered that although 
nuclear energy is not 100 per cent 
safe, “based on the relative risks and 
the relative need for energy it is the 
most acceptable and economical al­ 
ternative available to us now 
Nearly 2.000 people in this com­ 
munity of 30.000 attended the second 


and final day of the scientific debate 
between supporters and opponents of 
nuclear reactors. 
The crowd appeared to be 2-1 
against nuclear reactors, a hot sub­ 
ject locally, but none of the speakers 
was interrupted. Law enforcement 
officers were braced for trouble, but 
there was no incidents. 
Pacific Gas & Electric is building 
two controversial coastal nuclear 
power plants in Diablo Canyon, about 
10 miles from here. 
The forum, held in the men s gym 
at C alifornia Polytechnical Institute, 
was organized after 95 of the 120 
medical doctors in San Luis Obispo 
County raised funds to sponsor the 
public debate. 
Dr. L. Douglas DeNike, coor­ 
dinator of the Nuclear Initiative 
Task Force, said he was not satisfied 
that there were enough backup 
systems He cited what he said were 


num erous instances of safety 
systems failures at plants across 
the country that nearly relased ra­ 
dioactive material 
D r. 
L a w r e n c e G r o s s m a n , 
chairman of the Department of 
N u c l e a r En g i n e e r i ng at UC 
Berkeley, pointed out that no one has 
ever been killed in a nuclear accident 
in this country. He said the 
technology has improved “to the 
level that nuclear energy is now as 
safe as anything we have. 
On the subject of waste disposal. 
Dr. Burt Wolfe, a nuclear physicist 
who heads General Electric's fuel 
recovery and irradiation products 
department, assailed what he called 
the '*linear theory." 
He said nuclear critics cite an in­ 
stance and multiply that instance 
over the entire population to prove a 
predicted effect. 
“Waste can be practically and

economically removed and stored so 
that the danger is infinitesimal. Dr. 
Wolfe said 
He suggested the best place to dis­ 
pose of wastes is in geologically 
stable salt deposits. 
Dr Leslie Grimm, the only woman 
on the panel, who has an extensive 
background in nuclear energy, 
argued strongly for the 1976 Nuclear 
Initiative. 
She said nuclear waste is ex­ 
tremely toxic, especially plutonium, 
and stressed that plants to make 
waste safer have never been proven 
economincally practical. 
“No matter where you put nuclear 
wastes," she said, "even in salt 
deposits, the extreme heat, the pos­ 
sibility of corrosion and the 
geological changes could still expose 
the population to extreme danger 
from carcinogens, cancer-causing 
agents.” 


Jackie may 
lose in NYC 


NEW YORK (AP) - Jacqueline 
Kennedy Onassis would lose $100,000 
a year in income if New York City 
defaults on its obligations. Money 
magazine said Saturday. 
The magazine, published by Time. 
Inc., said Mrs Onassis had insisted a 
multi-million dollar trust fund set up 
for her by her late husband Aristotle 
Onassis be Invested entirely in New 
York City bonds. 
The fund was established before 
their marriage, the magazine said, 
adding that she insisted on buying 
the city bonds despite the advice of 
the First National City Bank in New 
York. 
The trust fund now brings her 
$100,000 a year, tax-free, the 
magazine said. It reported her total 
annual income is $341,000. 
The magazine said Mrs. Onassis 
recently has met frequently with a 
well-known New York gem dealer. 
M a u r i c e T e m p e l s m a n . 
and 
suggested she might be considering 
selling some of her jewelry collec 
tion. which is estimated to be worth 
$7 million 


TOKYO (AP) — Secretary of State 
Henry A Kissinger held a breakfast 
conference Sunday with Japanese 
Foreign Minister Kiichi Miyazawa to 
brief his Japanese counterpart on his 
eighth diplomatic mission to China. 
Kissinger and his wife. Nancy, 
flew to Peking later Sunday in a 
special Air Force jet 
They arrived in Tokyo on Sat­ 
urday night and rested at a hotel 
They are to stop over here again 
Thursday after a five-day stay in 
China. 
A spokesman for the U S. Embassy 
said the two diplomats also discus­ 
sed the question of admitting South 
Korea to the United Nations, 
negotiations with the Soviet Union on 
sales of U .S. grain and the economic 
summit scheduled for December in 
Paris. 
On Friday night. 
Kissinger 
reflected official concern in 
Washington about the health of 
China s two main leaders. Mao Tse- 
tung and Chou En-lai, when he said 
during a stopover in Alaska that his 
talks in Peking will be based on 
national interests rather than on 


relations between leading per­ 
sonalities. 
“We are all mortal, but the rela­ 
tions between the People's Republic 
of China and the United States don’t 
depend on personalities — they de­ 
pend on the basic interests of both 
countries." Kissinger said in re­ 
sponse to a question about the health 
of Mao Tse-tung. 81, and Premier 
Chou En-lai. 77. 
“We would think that the main 
lines of the policies of both countries 
would continue regardless of who 
was in office in either country, 
he 
said. 
Kissinger praised Premier Chou 
En-lai as "a man of outstanding 
abilities," but he said he expects to 
meet with Vice Premier Teng Hsiao- 
peng. the man who appears to be in 
direct charge of the government. 
Kissinger knows Teng from of­ 
ficial contacts over the last year and 
a half and has a clear idea of his 
thinking on major issues A senior of­ 
ficial in the Kissinger party said 
Teng is expected to follow the past 
Mao-Chou policies of promoting 
closer U S.-China ties.

I m a loser.” the trim, mustachioed 
speaker told the le c tu re hall 
audience. It was no understatement. 
Nguyen Cao Ky. former flam­ 
boyant flvboy. premier and then 
vice-president of South Vietnam, has 
lost both a war and a country and is a 
stateless refugee in the United 
States. 
But like other notable losers in re­ 
cent times, particularly those of 
Watergate notoriety, the youthful- 


looking Ky is cashing in on his fame 
on the college lecture circuit. 
‘ He'll probably be just a one- 
season rock ‘n' roll band, 
said an 
observer in wondering how long the 
South Vietnamese leader can keep 
commanding $2,500 lecture fees from 
A m erican cam p u ses. A dozen 
colleges with a lingering interest in 
Vietnam have signed up to hear him. 
But the 46-year-old Ky. who denies 
reports that he fled Saigon with a 
satchel filled with $50 and $100 dollar 
bills, says he has high hopes the fees 
will keep rolling in. Those hopes are 


buttressed by his mini-celebrity 
status on the road. 
Bayh unnoticed 
In a recent three-day visit to the 
Midwest. Ky, with his pretty wife 
Tuvet-Mai on his arm . upstaged two 
Democratic presidential hopefuls. 
While the Kys strolled through 
Chicago 's O’Hare Airport shaking 
hands with wellwishers. Sen. Birch 
Bayh of Indiana munched a hotdog 
unnoticed in a snack bar.

Ky told student leaders who met 
his plane at Des Moines: “ If I had 
known people liked me so much I 
would have worn my black flying 
suit, lavender scarf and baseball 
cap.'' That was the costume that 
made him familiar to Americans in 
the mid-1960s when as prim e 
minister. Ky represented the hopes 
of American leaders for victory in 
Vietnam. Ky said this “Captain Mid­ 
night” uniform was all that he had 
managed to save from collapsing 
Saigon. 
The student leaders who have in­ 
vited Ky to speak apparently expect 
fireworks. Boston College cancelled 
an appearance because of student 
protests. Ky himself acts surprised 
at the sudden bursts of antagonism 
that he encounters on campus. 
When told that the “Controversial 
Speakers Committee” that invited 
him to the University of Northern 
Iowa had earlier brought to campus 
leaders of the Klu Klux Klan. the 
American Nazi party and the mili­ 
tant prostitution movement. Ky 
looked genuinely shocked 
And he also seems taken aback by 
tlie directness and persistence of stu­ 
dent questioners. He has learned to 
rue the day he casually commented 
to a reporter that South Vietnam 
needed a dictator who could pull the 
country together as Hitler did after 
World War 1 
Hitler queries 
In two days of cam pus ap ­ 
pearances in Iowa. Ky was asked 
eleven times “ Why is Hitler your 
idol?” 
Why do you keep asking me 
that?” Ky finally complained, in­ 
sisting he was commenting on the 
methods Hitler used to gather power 
rather than the way he exercised it. 
Students are also not shy of asking 
Ky about his alleged wealth, and the 
narcotics business that is rumored to 
be the source of it. 
“ I brought $40,000 out of Vietnam 
with m e," Ky told them. “ But I 
bought 14 members of my immediate 
family with me. also. I am down to 
$30,000 and spending fast." 
He laughed when an elderly 
woman asked him if he has 
“a 
million dollars stashed in a Swiss 
bank account." Ky replied: “ If you 
can prove 1 have. I will return and 
vou may shoot me 


“You’re evasive.” she replied. 
Ky denied he was ever personally 
involved in the heroin traffic that 
brought drug addiction to thousands 
of American GIs in Vietnam, but 
said: 
“Many were involved, and it 
was easy for a pilot on a liaison mis­ 
sion to Laos to load up with cheap 
dope and sell it for a big profit when 
he got home. ” It was Ky s continuing 
close connections with the Viet­ 
namese air force that led to charges 
he was involved in drug running. 
Some Midwest questioners saw Ky 
as a potential Chiang Kai-shek with 
aspirations of driving the Com­ 
munists out of Vietnam one day. 
“ There is still an active re ­ 
sistance inside Vietnam.” he said 
There is conflict between Peking 
and Moscow, and Hanoi and Saigon 
Some day I want to go home We are 
working on a plan of action but it is 
still too early.” 
As the only former Vietnamese 
leader appearing in public. Ky is 
bearing the brunt of the vestiges of 
the antiwar movement. At Cedar 
Falls about a dozen people picketed 
the college lecture hall, one with a 
sign reading. “ Does this murderer 
speak for the Vietnamese people? 
About 800 people attended the lec­ 
ture 
Some students expressed concern 
about his safety and mistook two 
newsmen traveling with him for 
security guards. “This is America 
Even Billy Graham gets threatening 
calls,” said Ky philosophically 
At Cedar Falls, two antiwar mili­ 
tants from Florida invaded a campus 
press conference and sat behind Kv 
with antiwar signs, one reading 
No 
bucks for the baby killer 
When Ky later turned to them, one 
launched into a tirade that was ex­ 
tremely insulting to the Vietnamese 
leader’ Ky retreated behind an 
enigmatic smile and ended the inci­ 
dent with the com m ent: “ 1 thank you 
for at least accepting dialogue with 
me. I will never change your mind, 
vou. mine.” 
The main thrust of Kv s campus 
rem arks, which he d elivers in 
precise, quietly-spoken sentences, 
blames the Vietnam debacle on the 
former South Vietnamese President 
Nguyen Van Thieu with whom Ky 
served as vice president from 1967 to 
1971. 
It was Thieu's bid for total power 
in the election of 1971 “ that marked 
the biggest defeat for the non 
Communist Vietnamese, and it also 


marked the beginning of the end. 
Ky said Thieu was personally cor­ 
rupt “and the dictatorship he es­ 
tablished was not much different 
from the Communist one in the 
North.” Ky said. 


Ky describes himself as “young 
and politically innocent 
when he 
was prime minister in 1966 and 1967 
But Ky said he was ready to try the 
job again this past year and had 
gathered enough support to launch a 
coup d'etat against Thieu a few 
weeks before the fall of Saigon. The 
attempt was stopped by the U.S. Em­ 
bassy . Ky said. 
“I wanted to make a Stalingrad of 
Saigon.” said Ky, referring to the 
Soviet city that resisted the Naiis. 
He nonetheless departed Saigon with 
most other senior officials before the 
Communist troops arrived. 
Kv's audience might be d is­ 
appointed that he is not as con­ 
troversial as his lecture agency 
buildup suggests, but many of the 
students and the general public who 
heard him speak in his Midwest tour 
responded enthusiastically to his 
comments — comments such as: 
— It was President Thieu and 
“cowardly and corrupt generals” 
who caused the final debacle. 
— American soldiers fought well 
in Vietnam 
A “ no win” policy was the 
reason the American military effort 
turned sour. 


Pitches for refugees 


Ky also made pitches for the 
130,000 Vietnamese refugees now in 
the United States, even though he 
denied he was attempting to become 
their leader. 
We Vietnamese are the newest 
refugees in your history.” he said. 
“ We know your country is a land of 
i m m i g r a n t s . Y o u r sons a nd 
daughters fought to keep Vietnam 
tree, and we Vietnamese wish to 
earn your respect and friendship. We 
wish not to be hawks or doves but 
eagles.” Ky said 


With his audience on his side. Ky 
got the biggest laugh of the evening 
in his reply to a persistent questioner 
who wanted to know why he left 
Saigon after telling everyone to stay 
and tight. 
• Why did you run away?” the 
questioner demanded. 
Kv replied. "I was fighting for 
freedom. So I ran away to find 
freedom in the United States.

Catholics, 
Jews top 
Protestants 


NEW YORK i AP» - Jews and 
Roman Catholics, many of whose 
ancestors arrived in this country 
long after the nation s predominant­ 
ly Protestant first settlers now out­ 
class Protestants in wealth and 
education, a new study reported 
Saturday. 
The analysis, made by the National 
Opinion Research Center in Chicago, 
savs that Jews and Insh Catholics 
are the wealthiest religio-ethmc 
group in American society, and also 
have the most years of education 
In those respects, they are “ more 
successful than the American 
ITotestants which constitute the host 
culture.” the report says 
The study, made for the Ford 
Foundation, was carried out bv a 
research team headed by the Rev 
Andrew Greeley a Catholic priest. 
Findings were based on a “com-

posite sample” of 18 000 Americans 
put together from 12 representative 
national surveys 
The objective was to determine to 
what extent immigrant groups which 
have come to the United States since 
the Revolutionary War have been

Md , for research purposes 
NBC said, however, there is no 
research program at Dugway. where 
substantial amounts of staphylococ­ 
cus toxins and lesser amounts of 
botulism toxins are stored It said 
there was enough toxin made from 
Hawaiian coral at Edgewood to kill

They're hardly noticed 
Survivors of plane disaster 


M o n t e v i d e o . 
I ruguay (AP) — Fernando 
Parrado went back to the 
mountain he beat, and he 
wasn’t particularly moved. 
He and the 15 other young 
heroes of the best seller 
Alive 
are over the ex­ 
perience. 
The survivors gathered 
last Monday (Oct. 13) the 
third anniversary of their 
plane crash in the frozen 
Andes, but they talked 
more about rugby and girls 
than their 10-week struggle 
to live. 


“It's the past. It’s over.’’ 
said Parrado. 25. home 
from rubbing elbows with 
Princess Anne and Jackie 
Stewart in the flurry of 
fame that followed their 
ordeal. Now he again sells 
nuts and bolts, running his 
father’s “House of the 
Screw.’’ 
It was toughest for 
Parrado whose mother and 
20-year-old sister were 
among the 29 persons who 
died on the mountain. They 
were two of the fans who 
were accompanying the 


“Old Christians’’ rugby 
team to a friendly match in 
Chile. 
Roberto Canessa, 22. 
who walked down the 
mountain with Parrado for 
10 days, says the same: 
“My life hasn't changed 
much ... sometime 1 leaf 
through the book and it 
seems incredible, but I 
don t feel like I was part of 
it." He is back in medical 
school and, like Parrado, 
still playing rugby. 
When the group was 
rescued weeks after they 


had been given up for lost, 
and when they revealed 
they had eaten the bodies 
of their dead companions 
in order to live, some 
thought they would be per­ 
manently marked 
They were an inter­ 
national 
sen sa tio n . 
Parrado and Canessa did 
247 interview's in a month­ 
long tour of 25 U.S. cities. 
Nearly 3 million copies of 
"Alive’’ have been sold in 
the United States alone,

(AP) — For more than half a cen­ 
tury a small group of students have worked their way 
through Stanford University by serving as firefighters 
with the town’s professional corps. 
Linda Bammann. 19-year-old sophomore, is the first 
female student firefighter.

th e students get room and board at the fire station, 
study there and take professional firefighting training 
with the other firemen.

“ Wilbur ha^ been doing excellently." the institute s 
director. Dr Ronald J. Catanzaro. a psychiatrist, said of 
Mills “ We hope to keep in regular contact with him 


After a series, of highly publicized misadventures and 
several fa ilu r« with other rehabilitation techniques. 
Mills signed irko the $395-a-week institute last March 
About two monBhR later, he returned to his seat in the 


House. 
. 
The institute, very protective of its patients, has oeen a 
haven for public figures and influential business ex­ 
ecutives. 
Its guiding theme is that a person s alcoholism is in­ 
dicative of a breakdown in his family. Other illnesses 
such as drug addiction and emotional problems art 
treated here, but most of the 30 patients under care at anv 
one time are here for alcoholism. 
“ The treatment of the family is part of the core of a 
patient's problem.” said Catanzaro. 40 “ It’s the whole 
family's problem because it shows a poorly functioning 


family.” 
. 
t. 
, 
The “ familization" treatment — a combination ot 
group therapy, individual counseling, lectures, psy­ 
chodrama and self analysis - generally lasts about eight 
weeks. The institute creates an extended family ot 
patients, therapists and key members of the patient s real 
family to improve techniques of communication 


Generally, at least one of the patient s relatives enters 
the institute for the final two weeks of treatment, as did 
Mrs. Mills. 
The total cost is $3.950. and about 6 in 10 who take the 
cure stay off alcohol, Catanzaro says. 
During a recent group session, the parents of the 34- 
year-old alcoholic, whose first name is Bill, said they 
blamed themselves for his predicament 
“ We keep trying to figure out where we went wrong, 
why he turned to alcohol and drugs.’ Bill s mother told 14 
persons gathered in a quiet, sunlit room in one of the 
center's six small buildings clustered in a pleasant 
residential section of this Gold Coast city. 
He was 
adopted, but we loved him so much 


By the end of a 90-minute morning session, the group 
and its counselor had persuaded the parents that they 
were not at fault. 


But the parents' positive feelings wore off later that 


morning when they met their son for the first time in six 


weeks. 
“ I didn't know you’d be here.” said the sullen and com­ 
bative younger man. “ I don t want you here. 


“ He uses what we call emotional blackmail." Catan­ 
zaro said. “ Like i am bad because you raised me wrong, 
and therefore, anything I want you should supply me. We 
hope they can get strong and stand the line against him 
and say. No, you re responsible. ' 


Catanzaro said the alcoholism suffered by his own 
mother was the spark that lit his interest in the disease. 


He developed the family treatment technique and. he 
said borrowed heavilv from other disciplines for various 
therapy plans. On his staff are psychologists 
social 
workers, several specially trained former alcoholics and 
six counselors. Upon admittance, each patient is assigned 
a counselor who is responsible for the patient s progress 
through several phases of treatment.

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Chino struggles to control gang violence

Fighting and killing isn’t the 
whole story of the barrio.’’ he told a 
reporter at his home recently. “But 
what do you expect when you get a 
whole crowd of poor people and stick 
them off somewhere — with no 
recreation. There isn't even a walk- 
in theater here.”

Until late August, this barrio 
where Raul makes his home had 
been boiling over with gang violence. 
Things have cooled a bit since Aug. 
24. when the apparent rivalry 
between Pomona and Chino youths 
culminated in what some officials 
termed a major disturbance outside 
Our Lady of Guadalupe Church. 
A youth recreation center has 
since been opened by the Chino Com­ 
munity Action Council (CAC) at 
Fifth and D streets Oct. 11, in hopes 
of holding down the street warfare. 
Earlier, authorities blamed four 
k illin g s and n um erous oth er 
shootings over a four-month period 
on the gang rivalry. It had reached a 
high point when a Chino gang 


member was gunned down in ms car 
in the middle of the barrio. 
Although the Aug. 24 disturbance 
was a setback for the CAC, a parents 
group formed to deal with the gang 
problem, their struggle has not been 
in vain In the past month and a half, 
police have no reports of the warfare 
continuing. 
Some city and police officials 
believe the arrests of a large’ number 
of youths allegedly involved in the 
disturbance may have cooled things 
down. And, the opening of the center 
in the former GI Cafe was a major 
step forward for the CAC — and. 
hopefully, the community. 
The overriding question remains: 
when will the bloodshed end for

then become involved in tragic in­ 
cidents0 Is there any solution to the 
problem0 
Police officers and other officials 
do not feel helpless in stopping the 
violence, but they are not predicting 
an early solution. 
“ If you look back in Chino's 
history, you’ll see that gang violence 
is here to stay for a long while,” says 
Police Capt. Louis Moreno of Chino 
He commended the parents who 
formed the action council and who 
are working, “ to at least slow down 
the violence. ” 
Moreno, a M exican-American 
himself, said one must understand 
his culture before finding reasons for 
gang activity. “ We re a very proud 
people, maybe at times too proud. 
Sometimes it drowns us and we can t 
see the forest for the trees 
“ Machismo” plays a great role 
with Chicanos, Moreno said, but 
often “ a destructive role.” 
Moreno said he has heard 
an 
array of e x c u s e s ” for youths 
fighting. “ They are protecting their 
barrio, so you see ‘Death to Out­ 
siders’ scraw led in Spanish on 
buildings around town ” 
Gangs are “ exciting” to young 
boys, explained Moreno, and often 
there are girls involved Violence 
can erupt over a Chino gang member 
dating a Pomona girl, or vice versa, 
he said. 
The sobering reality is that sooner 
or later youths become involved in a 
tragic incident, he added “ These are 
not little pranks. Some of the kids 
are vicious criminals. " 
He cited one incident involving an 
innocent 7-year-old child being shot 
in the stomach during gang rivalry 
The key to turning the tide of 
violence, he said, is not the priest or 
rabbi, or the police. “ It’s the parents 
themselves.” 
The mother is the strong figure in 
the Mexican family,, Moreno noted 
“ While kids get involved in 
viciousness, they would never raise a 
hand to their mother. Parents can 
band together and hold this thing 
down ” 
Moreno agrees with Raul that con­ 
ditions in the barrio are a factor, 
“ Until people can raise their 
children in a different atmosphere, 
the violence may be here to stay. 
Raul, who has been in and out of 
jail since he was 17, said he is not ac­ 
tive in the Chino gang any longer 
“ But 1 feel our gang goals were the 
same as the kids now — to make a 
name for ourselves. When you’re 
young and reckless, you want people 
to know you're around.” 
Raul said his gang established 
pride “ Chicanos are a proud people. 
We re proud of everything This goes 
back way before talk of black pride 
and “black is beautiful ’ Chicanos 


have always been proud. It protrudes 
through our culture. We're proud of a 
car. so we fix it up. And we re proud 
of the town we live in.” 
Raul believes that gang members 
today are trying hard to live up to the 
reputation of Chino being a “ tough 
town.” 
“ Older people can’t understand 
what it is like, growing up in the 
barrio. They don’t know why there is 
fighting and killing. 
“ But the problem is the city. There 
is no recreation, nothing to do. When 
I was younger, we’d have parties on 
weekend nights But now you get 
people together in a pad and police 
roll in and bust it up.” 
“ When there’s nothing to do, 
you're supposed to low ride. A low 
rider is a guy who doesn’t give a 
damn ” 
Raul is harsh when he talks about 
police, and daily “ harassment 
handed out. “ One cop I know is 
prejudiced. 
Instead of 
patrolling 
other areas, he comes to the barrio. 
His whole trip is to harass kids who 
he knows have a record.

“ If police are searching for 
someone, they might stop every car 
in the barrio, he said “ They stop you 
and say.

Raul blames the city for taking 
away a park where the Chino police 
station now stands. “ They've taken 
away our barrio Every year they 
gobble up two more blocks.' he ad­ 
ded, referring to recent downtown 
redevelopment and planning for a 
new civic center on D Street 
“ We used to have fiestas, a bands­ 
tand and fireworks in that park,” he 
recalls “ Now they give us two sw­ 
ings and say, here's your park 
Raul said the Civic Center should 
have been built away from the 
barrio, on Central Avenue where the 
businesses are. “They've taken away 
something we are proud of. and they 
wonder why we re upset 
Martin Salgado, meanwhile, is one 
Chino parent who has not given up 
the struggle to the gangs He is presi­ 
dent of the Community Action Coun­ 
cil, and has been instrumental in ob­ 
taining the vacant GI Cafe for a 
youth recreation center. 
Salgado and other CAC members 
persuaded police to pull their of­ 
ficers out of the riot area on Aug 24, 
so parents could gain control of their 
youngsters. The CAC called other 
parents to come in and remove 
youths alleg e d ly involved in 
violence Perhaps because of their 
actions, no one was shot or killed 
during the riot 
Moreno p raises Salgado a s a 
“ giant among men. ” 


Pomona police have attitudes 
similar to Moreno’s about the gahg 
problem. 
Det. Jerry Uribe concluded durirtg 
a recent interview that there is rb 
one reason for the violence. “It s a 
combination of things

Like Moreno. Uribe cited the^ 
girlfriend situation. Gang m em bers*

Pomona youths take out their girls, 
he said. 
But Lt. Jack Blair blamed the 
viciousness of the youths “ One thing 
that amazes the police department is 
that people are getting killed for 
things acceptable in society. Would 
you kill someone for taking out your 
girl friend0” 
“ And no one is making any money 
off this except hospitals, mortuaries 
and cemeteries.” he said 
Blair flatly stated that police can 
not halt the gang violence, because 
of a lack of manpower.

Chino School District psychologist 
Vince Zivelonghi offers another view

Oil industry 
victim of bias 


"The petroleum industry is the most maligned 
and misunderstood economic entity in America to­ 
day, primarily because it is the victim of the most 
totally biased information. 
"I do not wonder that the American people are 
confused about the country’s energy problems 
because so many of our elected representatives 
have for two years been pointing accusing fingers 
at the industry, attempting to punish the industry 
and make it the scapegoat for problems caused 
primarily by policy — or I should say, nonpolicy — 
failures of government." 
The complaint is not that of an executive of one of 
the oil giants but of C. John Miller, president of the 
Independent Petroleum Association of America, 
representing 4,000 of the nation's 10,000 independent 
drillers, who account for 90 per cent of current 
domestic exploration. 
Lest anyone think he is being picky with 
Congress, Miller notes that 33 congressional com­ 
mittees, 65 subcommittees and one joint panel have 
jurisdictional claim on the energy issue. 
Almost 1,000 energy-related bills have been in­ 
troduced in the 94th Congress, but of all these final 
action has been taken only on the 55-m.p.h. speed 
limit, repeal of the depletion allowance and exten­ 
sion of price controls (vetoed by President Ford but 
later extended by compromise to Nov. 15). 
The latter two bills are highly counterproductive 
to our declared purpose of restoring relative energy 
self-sufficiency, Miller says. 
Percentage depletion applies to more than 100 
domestic minerals, and 42 of these still receive the 
22 per cent rate that formerly applied to oil and 
natural gas. But in a "punitive action," Congress 
repealed depletion only on oil and gas, thereby 
removing more than $2 billion yearly that otherwise 
would have been available to find and devlope new 
petroleum reserves 
As for price controls, the industry still labors un­ 
der a two-tier system established during the Nixon 
administration. Under that program, about 60 per 
cent of domestic production — so-called “old" oil — 
is controlled officially at $5 25 a barrel. 
Price controls under any formula would be 
counterproductive because they cause economic 
distortions, says Miller, but under the present two- 
tier system, there is little incentive to do remedial 
work to maintain "old" production when expen­ 
diture of the same dollars may find or develop un­ 
controlled “new" oil at more than twice the price 
Decontrol on new oil, along with exemption by 
Congress of price controls on marginal stripper 
wells, are the only things we have going for us to en­ 
courage increased development of dom estic 
petroleum supplies, says Miller Every other action 
of Congress has been negative and has had the ef­ 
fect of discouraging exploration. Yet there are 
some in Congress still determined to "roll back" 
new oil prices and freeze the already controlled old 
prices. 


On balance, he contends, if Congress had done 
nothing the country would have been better off, if 
our goal is to e x tr ic a te o u rselv es from 
overdependence on foreign energy supplies. 
Achieving that goal is going to require anywhere 
from $75 billion to $100 billion a year in new capital 
investment through 1985. 


"There is little question," says Miller, "that the 
national interest requires policies that will en­ 
courage these increased capital investments in one 
of the highest risk, highest cost industrial activities 
In America. 


"This requirement is imposed on us because 
de spite all the crash programs that may be under­ 
taken at great public expense, I do not know anyone 
who disputes the fact that we will continue to rely 
on petroleum fuels for the bulk of our energy needs 
through the next decade or so."

The illiterate 
generation 


Today’s young people — statistically — are taller, 
handsomer, healthier, smarter and more capable 
than any generation which preceded theirs Except 
they can’t read or write. 
A million American teen-agers. 12 to 17, cannot 
read or write at a fourth-grade level! A million 
American youngsters are illiterate. They learn a 
little bit about a lot of things in school, but they are 
not learning reading, writing and ’rithmetic 
So they get to college. They want to be jour­ 
nalists. And they can’t even spell. This year 200 stu­ 
dents applied for admission to the University of 
Wisconsin's school of journalism and most of 
them—125 of them—were turned away because 
they did not have even a basic understanding of the 
English language. They needed only 56 correct 
answers out of 90 — and still couldn t cut it. 
One of the washouts said. "Why should I have to 
know about commas and hyphens and stuff like 
that?" 
At the University of Illinois, a freshman writes. 
"I could of done better in finals if I wouldn't of 
broke my leg at exam time." 
Only 8% of this year’s Illinois freshmen passed 
the writing proficiency entrance test. 
Universities should not have to teach students to 
read and write. Part of the problem is grade infla­ 
tion in high school. "Head ’em up, move ’em out. 
pass everybody!" 
Albert Tillman, University of Illinois, blames 
television He says children are watching instead of 
reading. Many colleges and universities, pinched 
financially and forced to increase enrollments this 
year, are waiving freshman writing requirements 
So you can get into college, through college and out 
with a degree—and remain functionally illiterate 
How do they understand their textbooks? They 
don t always. Elliott Anderson, professor of 
English at Northwestern, admits that many 
teachers do not bother to correct grammar in stu­ 
dent essays 
Further deleterious is the insistence by some that 
* street language," as they call it, because of com­ 
mon usage should be construed as correct. 
Dr. Dwayne Bliss, assistant superintendent for 
administration in the schools of Corpus Christi. 
Tex , says discipline problems are worsened by 
marginal literacy. 
"They can’t read and they get bored; they get 
bored and they get in trouble " The situation is 
worsening, not improving High school graduates 
taking college entrance exam s have scored lower in 
language skills every year for 12 years, and this 
year’s decline was the steepest yet. 
Maybe teachers have been spending too much 
time striking when they should have been teaching 
And. lest your run out of things to worry about, out 
of this generation s students will come the next 
generation's teachers.

Rifle cleaner, 
polishing cloth

The true sportsm an regards his fine shotguns and rifles 
as m ore than just weapons. Their craftsm anship and fine 
m aterials m ake them things of beauty and should be 
cared for as such. 
H ere’s an easy, econom ical way to protect the external 
surfaces of your guns ag ain st m o istu re and rust- 
producing finger m arks. 
M easure out one cup of water and add two tablespoons 
of the silicone oil em ulsion to it. Place a flannel cloth in a 
shallow pan and pour silicone/water m ixture over it. Allow 
the cloth to soak for five or ten m inutes, and w ring out ex­ 
cess liquid. Save excess liquid in a ja r and re-treat cloth 
as needed. When cloth is thoroughly dry. rub slowly over 
all external surfaces of gun. and watch the beautiful 
sheen com e up as the silicone film is deposited. Take the 
polishing cloth with you in your gun case, and apply to gun 
after each day in the field. 
Most hardw are stores carry silicone oil in spray cans, 
however some do not carry the w ater em ulsion type, I ve 
found it’s easy to m ake my own. Simply add a pinch of 
soap to the w ater. Add silicone oil with rapid stirring, and 
the em ulsion will form. (To m easure from a spray can, 
hold spray can to edge of spoon, spray gently into spoon, 
allowing silicone to separate from the propellant ! 
Silicone will be called for in future form ulas, so save what 
you have left. 
Your cost will be about twelve cents for the silicone. To 
determ ine the savings, check out the price of a genuine 
treated cloth at your sporting goods dealer. You ll be sur­ 
prised at what you can save for so little effort. 
Note: M aterial costs are based on the prices at retail 
outlets of national drug, grocery and hardw are chains 
These costs will vary, depending on the geographic area.

NEW YORK (AP) - If 
you go back through 10 
years of stock market 
literature you will find 
repeated predictions that 
the Dow Jones Industrial 
Average was headed for 
1,000 points and beyond. 
Most of the predictions 
were made during bull 
markets, when caution is 
subdued and confidence 
feeds on itself. These are 
conditions that brokers 
love to retain, and one way 
in which they do it is to is­ 
sue bullish bulletins. 
Despite their efforts, the 
average during the past 10 
years has penetrated and 
remained above 1,000 
points only briefly, in late 
1972 and early 1973. The 
peak was 1.051.70. 
Five other ascents flat­ 
tened themselves out 
against the so-called bar­ 
rier, reaching peaks be­ 
tween 943 and 995 points 
before suffering sharp re­ 
versals. Throughout 1975 
the average has remained 
below 900. 
While this tends to 
suggest that the 1,000-point 
level is indeed a psy­ 
chological barrier, a 
glance at some market 
charts provides what ap­ 
pear to be a more substan­ 
tial reason: As interest 
rates rise, stock prices 
fail. 
The pattern isn’t as 
sharply defined as oppos­ 
ing pieces in a jigsaw puz­ 
zle, perhaps, but it is there, 
unmistakably. In fact, the 
market plunge of 1974, 
which dropped the average 
to 577.60 points, coincided 
with the record-high 12 per 
cent prime rate. 
Stock prices and interest 
rates are of course reflec­ 


tions of many economic 
factors, but they also have 
a direct bearing on each 
other. When bond yields 
exceed the returns on 
stocks, money is drained 
from the stock market. 
When interest rates fall, 
some of the money returns. 
In the decade of the 
1950s. when the prime rate 
was 4 per cent or so, stocks 
returned an average of 18.9 
per cent and bonds only 1.1 
per cent. In the 1960s, when 
th e p rim e was still 
relatively low but rising, 
stocks returned 5.3 per 
cent and bonds 2.8 per cent. 
So far in the 1970s, with 
some interest rates rising 
to their highest of the cen­ 
tury, stocks have returned 
only 4 per cent while the 
return on bonds has soared 
to 7.1 per cent. The cur­ 
rent status is 4.6 per cent 
stocks. 8 6 per cent bonds. 
With that historical 
record as the setting, you 
can readily understand 
why many professional in­ 
vestors are analyzing the 
Federal Reserve Board’s 
activities as closely as 
stocks themselves. 
In their view, the Fed. 
which holds enormous 
power over interest rates, 
could be the single most 
important influence on the 
stock market.

Rehab directorship is taken 
over in state by quadriplegic 


B E R K E L E Y <AP) - A quad­ 
riplegic who will become director of 
C a lifo rn ia ’s D ep artm en t of 
Rehabilitation next month says peo­ 
ple shouldn't consider him a 
“ superhero, 
■“ Most severely disabled people 
could do the job It may be unusual 
now. but it won’t be in a few years, 
said Edward V. Roberts, who spends 
12 to 14 hours a day in an iron lung. 
Roberts. 36. was stricken by polio 
as a promising 14-year-old high 
school athlete Paralyzed from the 
neck down, the disease has even af­ 
fected the muscles which expand his 
diaphragm and help him breathe 
During the day. Roberts takes 
short gulps of air through his mouth 
and nose The iron lung helps him 
breathe at night. An attendant helps 
him dress and eat. but Roberts 
manages nearly everything else on 
his own. including controlling a 
motorized wheelchair between his 
home and office, a mile away. 
When he takes over on Nov 
1. 
Roberts will probably be the only 
quadriplegic ever to head a major 
governmental agency. He says he 
will be living proof that severely dis 
abled people can be successful and 
“ masters of their own destinies 
Society too often has written us 
off.” he said “ They’ve placed limits 
on us for so many years The old 
stereotypes must be thrown out. 
Roberts’ own experience reflects 
many of those stereotypes. 


The same Department of Re­ 
habilitation he will head tried to dis­ 
courage him from attending the 
University of California here where 
he later earned bachelor and master 
degrees in political science 
Medical and rehabilitation person­ 
nel also told him he would never be 
able to work, nor operate a battery- 
powered wheelchair. Yet, he has suc- 
m*ded at both. 
Part of the problem, said Roberts, 
is that many people directing 
programs for the severely disabled 
have no understanding of the real 
needs of such disabled. 
“ I start with an advantage because 
of my experience at being disabled, 
he said. “ I may be the state director, 
but I'm still a crip." 
Roberts estimated nearly 10 per 
cent of California s 20 million resi­ 
dents are disabled, and between 
200.000 and 300.000 people suffer 
from severe disabilities such as 
quadriplegia, paraplegia, blindness, 
deafness, cerebral palsy and mental 
illness 
He hopes to make these 
severely disabled the No. 1 priority 
of the Department of Rehabilita­ 
tion 
Roberts came to the attention of 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. through 
the Center for Independent Living, a 
community-based organization which 
Roberts and a dozen other quad* 
raplegics founded in 1960 Roberta is 
now executive director. 
“ We were wondering about our 


futures after college and how we 
were going to survive. ’ said 
Roberts, recalling how the center 
came about. “ We rebelled against 
the idea that we had to spend the rest 
of our lives in a rest home or in 
stitution " 
The center at first offered counsel­ 
ing and a pool of available attendants 
for about 50 severely disabled stu­ 
dents on the California campus The 
program later expanded to the en­ 
tire community, providing counsel­ 
ing. attendants and job training to 
about 1.000 disabled people. 
Through the center. Roberts has 
been politically active, fighting for 
state and federal legislation that will 
help the severely disabled be more 
independent. He also has been a 
leader in eliminating many ar­ 
chitectural barriers, such as curbs, 
for the disabled in Berkeley. 
Much of the center s work is aimed 
at helping the newly disabled over­ 
come their problems and realize 
they can become successful and in­ 
dependent people 
Severely disabled people often 
have a devastated, broken image of 
themselves.” he said. "You re stuck 
in a place where you always see 
yourself as a cripple. After 1 got 
polio. 1 wanted to kill myself. I didn t 
feel life was worth living 
• But here at the Center tor 
Independent Living, 
said Roberts, 
“ there is a pride about being dis­

House shoppers “should 
level with real estate 
brokers ” Concealing in­ 
formation on housing needs 
can be a waste of time for 
everybody. 
That advice comes from 
Betty Ann Rake of Chicago 
who tries to find homes for 
e m p l o y e s 
who 
are 
transferred by 80 corpora­ 
tions. She and her staff 
locate about 700 houses a 
year, working with local 
brokers. 
“Some people look at 
homes costing far more 
than they can afford. It 
doesn't condition them for 
the kind of house they can 
buy and it makes them un­ 
happy. Then, too. some 
people do not want to 
throw money into a house 
— 
they 
m ig h t h a v e 
children in college or 
perhaps they want to 
travel or do other things 
with their money. Under­ 
standable. but why not say 
so?” 
About one out of three 
transferees is helped by 
employers, maintains Miss 
Rake, who is head of the 
home-finding department 
of the Employer Transfer 
Corp Another 300,000 or so 
are on their own and can 
use all the help they can 
get. 
“The first step should be 
to contact a boss or 
coworkers at the new loca- 
tion who could r e c ­ 
ommend 
real e s t a t e 
brokers The broker can do 
a lot of advance screening 
for the transferee if he 
knows what is needed. A 
telephone call to the broker 
can set him straight 
But you don t want to 
stop there, she says. Your 
house hunting is just begin­ 


ning. She makes these 
suggestions from her own 
experience: 
“No matter how much 
you can spend it is impor­ 
tant to find a community 
where you fit in. Even if 
you can afford to live in a 
particular area, it might 
have a closed set that will 
shut you out. Ten miles 
away might be the delight­ 
ful spot that would make 
you happy. It is something 
the real estate person 
would know. 
“If you are moving from 
a small town and your 
family relates to it. it may 
be important to find a com­ 
munity with small-town 
flavor. Even a lot of 
metros have small town 
a t m o s p h e r e in som e 
neighborhoods — but you 
may have to dig to find it. 
“Lifestyles continue to 
be important in planning a 
move. One man being 
transferred had two kids 
who were fantastic swim­ 
mers They had to be in a 
community where there 
were swimming pools so 
their avid interest could be 
continued. It may take a 
while to find such a place. 
“On your own, drive 
around town a couple of 
days looking at an area be- 
ing considered. Visit 
shopkeepers and inquire 
how business is going — 
you don’t want to move 
into an area that has 
depreciated. 
Knock on 
doors in a neighborhood be­ 
ing considered and ask 
prospective 
neighbors 
what they think of an area. 
You might turn up all sorts 
of things 
“Visit the schools in the 
community. Talk to the 
principal Ask if you can sit 
in some classes How is the 
school kept? The attitude 


of the teachers9 Do the 
children look happy? Well- 
behaved9 Would you want 
your child to go to that 
school?' 
If the land looks iow, 
visit the town hall and ask 
to see maps of flood plains. 
“Visit a bank s mortgage 
loan officer. Ask what, he 
considers a good area. In 
fact, he might be just the 
one to consult about a real 
estate broker, 
she ad- 
VIS6S. 
Tell the broker what you 
need and how much you 
can pay. If you absolutely 
need a basem ent, you 
should relay the informa­ 
tion. A lot of time can be 
spent trying to locate 
houses. You should look for 
a house that suits your 
needs 
Most transferees 
want newer houses rather 
than old ones that require 
work 
They should point 
out that fact, she suggests. 
Some brokers can be 
very accommodating and 
u s e f u l , 
m e e t i n g 
an 
employe and his family at 
the airport when they 
arrive on a house hunting 
trip. 
“The broker should real­ 
ly talk to the woman as 
well as the man of the 
family,” says Miss Rake. 
The man knows what he 
wants, but the woman will 
know many more things 
about the family’s needs, 
no doubt, little bits of infor­ 
mation that might not oc­ 
cur to her husband.
